And What Have You

talk got around to shortages — how a 
year ago there didn't seem to be a 
shortage of anything and now there 
seems to be a shortage of everything. 
And someone added, “Yeah, even 
vice presidents.” 
Of course this was after Agnew s 
resignation and before Gerald Ford 
was named by President Nixon to 
replace him. 
About the only bright spot we can 
see in this whole sordid mess is that 
while man keeps failing the system, 
the system has not failed man. Where 
else but here in the United Stated 
could the second highest official of the 
land not be above the law. 
And strangely enough, while we 
have three branches that caught up 
with Agnew. It was a part of the 
execu tive 
branch, 
the 
Justice 
Department, that developed the case 
that 
brought 
about 
A gnew ’s 
resignation. 


The balance of this column will be 
for Piper fans but then that seems to 
include most everyone around here. 
In the process of keeping up with 
the play by play action of the Pipers 
in each game we also keep the 
unofficial statistics and thought you 
might be interested in some of these 
figures at the end of the first five 
games. 
In the scoring department, 
the 
Pipers have accumulated 170 points 
while giving up only 39. A break down 
by quarters reveals that the Pipers 
have yet to yield a score in the first or 
last quarter in the five games, the 
score by quarters reads: 54-0, 44-19, 
27-20 and 45-0. 
In the first down department the 
Pipers are ahead of their opponents, 
72-58. 
It may seem strange but the Piper's 
opponents have had the ball for more 
plays than have the Pipers, but have 
not been able to do much with it The 
Pipers have run 207 times for 1,512 
yards, or an average of 7 3 yards per 
carry while their opponents have run 
219 plays for 570 yards, or an average 
of 2.6. 
Because of the lack of need, the 
Pipers are trailing in the passing 
department with 214 yards to their 
opponents 
329 yards 
I he Pipers 
have completed 16 of 44 and the op 
ponents have completed 24 of 71. The 
Pipers have intercepted six and have 
had four picked off. 
The Pipers have a combined of­ 
fense of 250 plays for 1,726 yards, or 
an average of 6.9 per play while their 
opponents have run 290 plays for a 
total of 853 yards, a 2.5 average. 
In the punting department Steve 
McKissack is averaging 37.5 yards 
on 2i punts. 
The Pipers have given up 361 yards 
on 34 penalties while their opponents 
have given 
up 209 yards on 
26 
penalties. 
Tile Pipers have lost five fumbles 
and recovered 14. 
In the individual statistics, Johnny 
Jones is far and away the top ground 
gainer with 906 yards on 87 carries, 
for an average of 9.3 per trip. His 178 
yards against Childress put him over 
the 3.000 yard mark for his career. In 
24 varsity games he has carried the 
ball 335 times for 3,010 yards, or an 
average of 9.0 yards per carry. He has 
scored 230 points, 66 this season. 
The next top rusher for the Pipers is 
Albert McAfee with 47 carries and 258 
yards and 24 points. He is averaging 
5.5 yards per carry. He is followed by 
Ronnie Ma berry with 15 carries for 
101 yards and a 6.7 average. He has 
scored 12 points. 
In the passing department, Willie 
Hooper has completed 13 of 35 passes 
lur 166 yards and one interception. He 
has a 37 percent completion average 
and has thrown for two touchdowns. 
Tracy Rowland has completed three
